windows and m irrors, right and left, 
and turned gallons of liquor into tne 
gutters. 
The women, who w ere of 
the hest lam ilies nu Anthony, were 
accompanied by their husbands and 
Bons or brothers, who asured protec­ 
tion. 
No are&ts were made, and the 
hand will, it Is said, sta rt out today

destruction through

saloons. 
Mrs. Sheriff, who led the 
raid, is under boud to appear a t Dan­ 
ville, in April, to answ er a charge of 
saloon wrecking, placed against her 
six weeks ago. 
Mrs. Sheriff cam e to 
Anthony late Tuesday aud worked all 
night, procuring hatchets and other 
implements of destruction, aiftl it was 
2 o’clock in the morning before she 
had perfected plans for the raid.

The idea of successful submarine 
navigation is so attractive, and its pos­ 
sible applications in offensive and de­ 
fensive naval operations are so great, 
that for many years most determined 
efforts have been made 
to produce 
vessels capable of meeting the chief 
requirements of such craft. There are 
at the present time several types of 
vessels said to be capable of success­ 
ful navigation below the surface at 
moderate 
speeds. 
Of these, two are 
French vessels, of two distinct types, 
and the 
third is the well-known Hol­ 
land submarine vessel, of which the 
navy now possesses one, manned by a 
naval crew, and is about to acquire 
several others, which are being con­ 
structed for it by the Holland Torpedo 
Boat company. A fourth, an independ­ 
ent type of submarine vessels (Lake's 
bottom worker, the 
Argonaut), 
al 
though not strictly a submarine ves­ 
sel, in the sense that it is capable of 
floating in the 
water 
at 
variable 
depths below the 
surface, is still a 
vessel capable of moving beneath the 
surface by crawling upon the bottom. 
It was proposed and developed chiefly 
for commercial 
purposes, 
such 
as 
wrecking, diving, submarine construc­ 
tion, etc., and is said to have traveled 
considerable distances 
under 
water 
along the coasts of the United 
tea 
The submarine boats of the Hopland 
type are the fruit of a number of years 
of experiment carried out by the Hol­ 
land company at their own expense; 
and the vessel acquired from them re­ 
cently has shown herself capable of 
maintaining a audace speed of 
ten 
knots and a submerged speed of seven 
knots, and has been entirely under the 


control of her personnel, both when 
moving on or beneath the surface. The 
control in both the horizontal and the 
vertical plane is very perfect. 
She 
has, furthermore, demonstrated 
her 
ability to avoid the vigilance both of 
search lights and of picket boats, by 
running with her conning tower alter­ 
nately just awash and completely sub­ 
merged. 
Of the future vessels of this class, 
it is not possible to speak with entire 
certainty, because of the possibility. 
or even probability, of improvements 
in other lines, which will directly af­ 
fect 
the 
submarine vessels. 
To be 
entirely successful, it is necessary that 
a submarine boat, adapted to 
naval 
purposes, should have a high surface 
speed, perfect control, both in 
the 
vertical and horizontal plane, when on 
the 
surface or submerged, efficient 
ventilation of the 
interior, satisfac­ 
tory accommodations for the person­ 
nel. und a considerable Held of vision 
when submerged. 
What has already 
been accomplished in the 
submarine 
vessels at present, both in this coun­ 
try and abroad, demonstrates the en­ 
tire practicability of obtaining all that 
is desired in many of these features. 
We may reasonably hope that the 
developments which the past has seen 
in steam navigation and the advances 
in the 
armor and armament of ves­ 
sels of war, may find their counterpart 
in the future developments and 
im­ 
provements of submarine vessels of a1) 
kinds.

UNDER THE NEW M ANAGEM ENT 


Pursuant to an order of the court 
the Union pottery was sold at 11:35 
this morning and 
brought 
$30,600, 
thirty-eight bids being made. 
Several bidders were present 
and 
represented a number of elements, not 
only in the old company, but various 
outside interests. 
The auctioneer stated the first bid 
must represent two-thirds of the ap­ 
praisement, $25,386, and this amount 
was bid by George H. Owen. 
From 
there it went in bids of $100 to the 
figure stated. 
The bidding was spir­ 
ited at times, 
but by far the busiest 
man in the crowd was Joseph Manor, 
to whom the plant was knocked down. 
Mr. Manor represented the minority 
stockholders, or in other words 
the 
operatives who formerly made up the 
working force of the concern. 
Several weeks ago at a stockhold­ 
ers’ meeting held In the Smith Fowler 
hall in the Diamond, it was decided 
by the majority of those present to 
endeavor to have 
enough stock sub­ 
scribed to retain the plant and keep 
it in the 
hands of the parties who 
originally operated it. An opportunity 
will be given all of the 92 stockhold­ 
ers who had stock to either 
remain 
in the concern or draw out at the pres­ 
ent value of their stock. 
It is likely 
the majority will remain. 
Work will be started immediately 
upon the task of putting the plant in 
shape for starting. But little work has 
been done since the pottery was plac­ 
ed in the 
hands of a receiver, and 
naturally the machinery 
and 
equip­ 
ment has been allowed to get 
out of 
repair to some extent. 
Mr- Owen when asked stated 
he 
was representing no one and was bid­ 
ding purely as a real estate 
dealer. 
Some of those who made offers, how­ 
ever, will not say In whose interest 
they were present, but It is known 
that there was a plan formed by a 
number of monied Individuals to buy 
the property, tear away the building 
and build an apartm ent or flat build­ 
ing.
